after a thorough boiling.

of typhoid have developed in one I 
family from use of water from one f 
of the wells and another 
case 
is, 
traceable to another well. 
Dr. W. IL 
Smith, 
the 
health officer, is planning 
other wells to determine 
any others in that territory are con­ 
taminated. 
While we are not advised as to 
th* cause of the contamination, it ts 
possibly due to the long drouth, and 
low’ wanter in th** wells. 
People can 
not exercise too much care in «elect­ 
ing their drinking water under such 
circumstances, as typhoid is trans­ 
mitted only by taking the germs into 
th* 
alimentary canal through food 
or drink.
